The real meaning of this 
term simply is that the slayssowner cannot 
export his slave. ‘This is the one practical 
limitation placed upon his power. A slave 
ean be bought and gold within the limits of 
this settlement almost as freely and as 
cheap asan ox, Even the deck ofan 
English vessel does not afford protection or 
safety to the fugitive slave. Hlsewhere an 
English vessel is regarded ax an inviolable 
asylum for the oppressed, Slaves are cons 
stantly dragged from English vessels under 
the warrant of an English judge, to be con." 
signed to hopeless slavery, On the Ist of 
this montha wretched female slave was 
carried through the streets of Oape Const 
bound hand and foot. Her piteous shrieks 
and cries attracted tho attention of a high 
military official, who iuterfered to ascer- 
tuin what offence the woman had commit- 
ted, and why eho received such treatment. 
He found that there was no charge against 
her save that sho endeavored to escape from 
blavery, and that she was then being, under 
due Tegal process; carried back to hor mas 
ter.

Vict; HIS DUTIES AT TNE ISLAND AND

- New York, Deo, 21,—Although Tweed is 


passing a very quiet and very monotonols | 


life on Blackwell's Island, the manner in 
which he manages to while away the ine 
continues to excite not a little curiosity. 
Having almost entirely regained his former 


convict is now actiyely performing his 
duties as hospital orderly, His work is 
not of au arduous nature, but he is ubliged 
tu mix medicines, wait on patients, and 
perform a general utility part in the ward. 
He.is both willing and energetic in the 
perforinance of his work, going through 
his humble role in a perfectly satisfactory 
manner, and without any attempt to shirk 
his appointed task or get sulky on account 
of his position.

IMMIGRATION TO Oyrarro.—It appears 
that last year more than 36,000 immigrants 
nottled in Ontario, and 6,000, or onl. a 
sixth of the last number, in Quebec. This 
yoar Ontario is making unrelaxed efforts 
to keep the stream flowing into her territory. 
he Dominion Goyernment has made ar- 
rangements with Ocean ‘Steamshi Com- 
panies to grant passage tickets at sho rato 
of $11,254 head, to farmers with their 
familios, and to servants. The Government 
of Ontario authorizes its agents to offer $¢ 
a head to this class of emigrants, on condi- 
tion of their settling in that province, thus 
reducing the cost of their passage to $5. 
The Ontario Department of Agriculture 
also offers through its agonts to contract 
for tho bringing in of immigrants at tho 
rate of $5 a hoad, to-defray tHe cost of their 
passage, 50 that any who may noed domest

New Agricultural Machine. 


Tho!* English Machine”’ says. Messrs. 
DeDonne and Leuchan, of Dublin, have in- 
yited a machine which performs the operation 
of rolling, sowing, and harrowing simultane- 
ously. ‘Lhe roller is of wrought iron, riveted 
on cast-iron wheels, forming a cylinder six 
fect in length by three feet in diameter, Im- 
mediately above the roller is a sowing appa- 
ratus, by which the seed is rapidly delivered, 
astar wheel of four points keeping the com- 
ductors in constantt motion, As the seed is 
4 strewn a harrow of four rows of oblique teeth 
set ina central axis turns us the earth over 


‘an endless chain or belt which passes round 


ing end of the harrow. Every time the Jarge 


neatly five times, causing the teeth to tear up 
the soil about twenty times at each of the re- 
yolutions, Meantime the seed-conductor and 
distributor rises and falls twelve times during 
each of these revolutions, and there is a con- 
trivance by which the qualtity required to be 
“sown can be rogulated. A lever is also con- 
nected with the supporters of the harrow, and 
rests upon a fulcrum placed ata suitable part 
of the frame of the machine. By means of this 
lever the harrow portion of the machine ean 
be raised off the ground and the roller only 
used ; and the distributor or sower may be 
worked simultaneously by means of the chain- 
band, which can be closed andthe flow of 
seed stopped. The machines can be easily 
“made to suit cither the purposes of sowing 
corn or grass for pasturage,

Ho was perfectly satis- 
fied with Mr. Brown’s course in Parliament, 
although casting many votes which perhaps 
did not meet his views, Mr. Brown was 
not a strictly party man; he had ycted on 
various occasions on the opposite side of 
the House; he had supported sometimes 
both Government and Opposition, still he 
believed he did so in what he considered 
the interests of the people. He scarcely 
knew what to think of the present position 
of affairs.. Mr, Brown had signified his in- 
tention of taking an independent course if 
elected, yet Mr. Wills had signified his 
determination to run and test the result at 
the polls, What he had read in Mr, Wills’ 
address was very commendable, but until 
defined by Mr, Wills himself he could not 
tell what course he intended to follow. As 
far as Mr, Brown was concerned he had 
asked for his support, and he promised to 
support him; he had pledged himself to 
act independantly and support measures 
haying for their object the interests of the 
country. Mr. Brown had a practical 
knowledge of the affairs of the country : he 
was a self-made man, a man who had 
worked himself up, and held an attitude of 
independence in Parliament, and he would 
support him, Unless Mr, Wills could pur- 
suade him he was laboring under false 
convictions he could not withdraw his sup- 
port from Mr. Brown. Mr. Wills was a 
personal friend of his; but he had not 
consulted his friends before taking this 
step, and he was sorry that he premeditat« 
ed contesting the Riding. Mr. Robertson 
retired in fayor of Mr. Brown. 

Mx. Kerso came next. He said his 
name had been associated with the nomi 
nation, but he did not intend to offer him- 
self as a candidate, but would retire in 
favour of Mr. Brown.

A Sad Story. 


AN ILL-TRRATED LAD ELEVEN YEARS OF AGE |’ 


HANGS HIMSELF, 


-We find in the Wellsville Free Press of 
recent date, the particulars of a suicide 
which occurred near a village, in which the 
self-destroyer was a boy but eleven years 
of age, The story is such an extraordinary 
one that we publish it entire : . 

The name of the boy is Hugene, and that 
of his father is William Johnson, It would 
appear that the boy and his sister, aged 
eleyen years, have always been objects of 
aversion to both their parents, and that 
from infancy they have been subjected to 
the most brutal and inhuman treatment. 
Kicks and blows haye been administered 
for every little childish offence, and these 
have only been varied by unmerciful beats 
ings when the anger of the unnatural 


favher has been more thian usually aroused, 

It is said that the boy, failing at times to 
find the cows when he has been sent for them 
has remained in the woods for nights and 
days, rather than return to his home and un-. 


dergo the terrible¥ punishment which he 
knew would be inflicted, For weeks past be 
and his sister have been compelled to cut 
from two and one-half to three cords of 
wood per day with across-cut saw, under 
penalty of a severe beating. ast Sunday 
the parents went to a neighbor's to supper, 
leaving the children at home ; but before 
going, Johnson told the boy to water his 
horses. Returning to his house in the 
afternoon on the same errand he ascertain: 
ed that his instructions in regard to the 
horses had not been complied with, and at 
once commenced beating and abusing the 
boy in the most outrageous manner. 
When he became tired of torturing the 
child, he left the house and went back to 
the neighbor's to finish his visit. Shortly 
after ho left, the poor boy, according to 
his sister’s statement, gathered up his 
playthings and put thom away in ao little 
box, and then went to the barn, Being 
gone a long time, the girl followed 
him to the barn, where she found 
him dead and” hanging by the neck 
to a beam, Terribly grieved and 
frightened, the girl remained with her 
brother until. her parents return 
ed, whon her frantic screams attracted their 
attention, and her father soon arriyed 
at the scene of the tragedy. Was he shock- 
ed? Did he cut down the lad and manifest 
as much sorrow for his death as a tigress 
for the loss of her young? Not by any 
means. He was not the kind of a man to 
indulge in any such nonsense, ‘Telling the 
girl to go home, he did up his chores, loft 
the boy as he had found him, closed the 
barn door, returned to his house, went to 
bed and slept the réfreshing sleep of inno 
cence until morning | He then leisurely in- 
formed his neighbors of the occurrence,and 
they, eighteen hours after the suicide, cut 
down the cold rigid body, prepared it for 
the graye, and in due timo buried it, Uf 
the statements made to us in regard to the 
case are true—and we hayes every reason to 
believe they are—Johnson and his wife 
ought to spend the rest of their days in 
Stato Prison.

Tho French, Ameri= 
can, British, Russian,” Prussian, and Aus- 
trian representatives—in all twelve per= 
sons from the six difforent countries—-were 
all permitted to wear their swords, and 
were introduced by heads of departments 
from the Tsung li Yamen within the gate- 
way of the Park. As they passed 
each éuntrance in succeasivi the gate 
was locked. On reaching the fovt of 
the dais, the high functionaries of the 
TsungJi Yamen led them up to the atepe,

The Longest {Swim on Record. 


The Norfolk Chronicle makes, the death 
of Samuel Brock, a Yarmouth beachman, 
the occasion of recalling his extraordinary 
escape in October, 1835. A vessel was ob- 
served at sea about 1 p. m,, with o signal 
flying for a pilot, bearing east,distant-about 
twelve miles, Brock, who belonged to 
Layton's company, with some “hine others, 
launched the yawl Increase, and ‘steered 
for the object of their enterprise, “Abolt 
4 o'clock they came up with the’ vessel, 
which proved to be the Spanish brig Paqu- 
ette de Bilboa, Three of the beachmen 
went on, board, and the remainder of the 
crow of the yawl were sent away. On 
their way home a terrific squall took the 
yawl’s sails flat'wback, and she capized, In 
4 few minutes all the crow, with the excop: 
tion of Brock, were drowned. It was then 
about 6:30 p. my andthe nearest land was 
six miles distant —dead low water; and 
Brock romembered that the flood tide’ 
would be setting off shore making to tho 
southward, so that shoula he ever reach the 
shore he would have to. swim and }float at 
least fifteon miles. The swell gf the sen 
drove him over the, Cross-sand ridgé, and 
he then got sight of the buoy of St. Nichor 
Ins’ Gat, nearly opposite his own door,

The Formalities of Religion. 


BEEOHBR REGARDS THEM AS WORSE THAN 
USELESS IN SPIR'TUAL LIVING, 


Beecher preached last Sunday against 
the formalities of religion. ‘* It is better,’”’ 
he said, ** that men should have one day of 
the seven for a pause in the wearing per= 
suits of life, but it isnot necessary to 
Christianity, He who could make man- 
hood without instruments should do so: 
Ifaman cannot go without crutches of 
course he should not despise crutches. If 
he can get along osa Christian without 
rules, oreeds, and catechisms, it is his 
liberty todo so. As a general thing I sup- 
pose the churches du good to men, for in 
almost everything ooalescence is helpful ; 
but men come into churches to find them- 
selves bound by ordinances and obligations 
—tied with a string here and another string 
there, and wound about with a web that 
binds them down,~ thinks for them, 
takes away their responsibility, and makes 
of them spiritual eunuchs, It is’ like 
building a great prison of solitary cells in 
which to lock men away from the reach of 
temptations, How harmless and reformed 
they would be there—and how worthless 
Liberty is one of the glories of Christians 
ity. While I was in Washington the other 
day I went into tho National Cansorvatory, 
and I noticed there that the tall-growing 
canes, when they reached the top of the 
conservatory and. their farther growth 
would break the glass, were out off, So it 
is in the churches, Men are cut and 
trimmed so as not to broak thoir glass 
house by growing, * * * * Religion 
should not be considered ay compressed 
into formals, If it is anywhere it is in

beon consulting old chroniolos, and favors the 
} readers of that journal with a few ourious 
data of abnormal wintor temporatures in Gor- 
many, whose winters, as ig woll known, are 
as aruls much seyorer thanin England, In 
the yoar 1241 the trees were in bloom in 
March, and cherries wore ripe in May, In 
1289 thore was no winter, so to speak, at all, 
and the temperature was so very spring-like 
at Christmas, that young girls decorated 
thomsolyes with violets at that fostive soa- 
sen. 1n 1538 tho gardons were groon in De- 
comber, and in full bloom in January, In 
1572 the treos were covered with foliage in 
February; the same took place in 1538, There 
was likewise no winter in the years 1607, 1609 
and 1617. In 1659, no snow fell, and thore 
was no frost. In January of 1722, people 
were able to dispense with firing, and all the 
trees wero in bloom in February, In 1807 
there was also almost nowinter. Tho mild 
winters of 1834 aud 1846 are still remembered 
by many people, Even inthe higher lati- 
tudes similar phenomena have been observed. 
In St, Petoraburg, for example, on New Year's 
Day of 1780, the thermometer stood at eight 
degrees (Reaumur) above freezing point.
